Strike Piano Emoploves—Distructive 
‘Tornado. 
New York, June 10. 

Ata meeting of the Piano Mannfac , 
tories this morning, Mr. Steinway an- 
nounced that his factory was closed on 
Saturday, and would remain closed, as 
the firm were determimed to hold out 
against strikers. 

The parade of workingmen to day 
fell far short of expectations, many ot 
those in the procession Were malcontents 
whose bearing toward the communism 
is well known, and red flags beld prom- 
nent places in the procession. At a 
meeting of the Piano Mansfacturers to- 
day, a report was submitted showing 
only two firms and those of minor im- 
portance had yielded to the demands, 
the committee was appointed to draft 
a stutement declaring to strikers Im pos- 
sibity that them demands will be grant 
ed. 

Procession formed at 11 and marched 
down Bowery tlanked by the police 
only about seven hundred men in tine, 
nothing nete worthy occurred along 
the route. The precession of many 
trades and unions were averse to turn- 
ing out and were bot represented In the 
demonstration. 

A despatch from upper Sandask, 
Ohio, givinge particulars of a terrible 
tornado at the village of Quincy, Lo- 
gan County, says, wwo chiidren were 
killed and several persons wounded, 
some of Whom will die.

Now, the Hra must know that Olds 
received $500.00 for services he was 
bound to perform as Attorney General, 
and for which he received a stated sal- 
ary. And hence this fee was paid 
without any shadow or authority ol 
law. Whereas Judge Shipp, by a special 
act of the Legislatnre was appointed 
with two other gentlemen to act on the 
Fraud Commission—a position entirely 
separate and distinc€ from his duties as 
Attorney General. 

The services rendered by him on the 
Fraud Commission had no connection 
with the Attorney Generalship. He 
drew his pay of $5.00 per day for said 
services, under an act of law, not for 
professional advice to the Governor, 
which the Constitution requires him to 
give without extra charge. 

In regard to Judge Shipp’s receiving 
sixteen hundred dollars as Supreme 
Court Report, the Hra is guilty cither 
of the most bare faced impudence or 
the most incredible ignorance, wher it 
seeks to sustain a charge of extrava- 
gance against the Democratic party. 


The Zra must have known that our 
Legislature, from motives of economy 
and in order to reduce the number of 
unnecessary Offices, abolished the oftice 
of Supreme Court Reporter as such, and 
imposed the duties heretofore devolving 
upon that official, upon the Attorney 
General of the State—with a sa'ary of 
siz hundred dollars.
